The contrary is the truth. Organized labor in the United 
States, save ina few of the congested industrial centers, 
is pronouncedly in favor of a dry nation, ‘This ts a tact 
not only admitted, but proudly asserted, by men of prom- 
nence in the representative trades unions of the country 
and in the American l’ederation of Labor. 

There is, as has often been pointed out, in the edito- 
rial and news columns of this newspaper, a brewery-led 
and brewery-instructed labor element which has intruded 
upon legitimate labor for the purpose of misrepresenting 
its sentiment, and this element is loud in proclaiming an 
intention to strike against the enforcement ot the proi- 
bition laws, statutory and constitutional: but it has not 
obtained; and all probability cannot obtain, the sup- 
port of organized labor in any such attempt at inti 
dation.

immediate. As Walter Bagehot used to insist so emphat 
ically, it is one thing to criticize and propose when one ts 
under no obligation to act on any criticism or proposal, 
and quite another thing to do so when one 1s under Wn 
diate obligation to translate one’s wor During 
the war every education proposal was launched with at 
least one postponme clause attached. ut today anv 
propcsal may be practical politics. It 1s tor this reason, 
amongst others, that the statement recently made by 
Hon. Dr. Cody, Minister of [Education for Ontario, 
specially important. Dr. Cody's statement would at any 
time have been an Interesting coniribution to the censid- 
eration of a great subject, but as a preliminary statement 
of actual policy it has, of course, an interest all its own. 

Dr. Cody covered a wide feld, but ii was welcome to 
tind the Ontario Education Minister placing in the very 
forefront of lgis’ statement the ques stion of the more gen-

mentary school. There had come, he insisted, a far more 
general realization of the fact that education does not 
ston “with the boy and girl age.” and that a further com- 
pulsory period should be introduced.
